Dr. Royal “yhitman kindly consented to contribute « brief history of the 
early days of the Bh hehe to this issue of neon Record and nga which article 
appears belovr: . . 


When I joined the Staff of. tHethowpi tan, Se. satin oy had ween coin Weheavge 
for nearly two yeers and hed becun:the reconstruction, that was to transform 
eventually, @ home for crippled children into the leading hospital of its class. 
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Dr. Knight, its founder as no$ an Orthopzedic Surgeon. He practiced 
what he called Surgico-Mechanics which included every dise.bility amenable to bandage 
ing and bracing, even "procendentia uteri” and heemorrhoids. © His chief interest 
however, was in hernia, for which he hed ’ invented an efficient truss, ‘Thus ‘Ruptured 
took precedence in’the title of the primitive hospitel, “initiated in our own dveli~ 
ing". This provided for twenty eight petients;*the majority of the e¢ses being 
"synovitic disease of the joints” which assured the opportunity for the scientific 
administration of the tonic medicines: th Severe ie} in the BS hs of sheae con= 
stitutional dyscrasias", 


* Knisht*s efforts were so bawivasae that within a few years a large hospital 
was constructed under his supervision in which he resided with his family. The city 
furnished the upkeep of the children and provided the teachers for their rasligious 

anc secular instruction™, The min purpose of the institution was "to restore 
crippled children to self-sustaining ability", the restoration of function being 
a secondary consideration, In the outdoor department mechanical appliances were 
furnished both to adults and children; to the poorest of the: community, free of 
charse and at a cost price'to those able to pay. Thus the hospital was’ self= 
sufficient and self-supporting and no change was desired or permitted during the 
life of the founder. 5 i, 
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At my aavent in 1889 ihiete had been as 09 8¢ but: little change in the old 
routine. Dr. Gibney arrived at half past eight, to inspect’ the children, who had 
been formed in line for the school room, leaving the beds empty; for "no child able 
aig hold-up its head was ever "kept in bed dur'ing ah doy". hi 


“A large veo AGL onl of the ievbnts were equippéd with rOCULBH hip brkibée, 
which hac been the cause of Gibney's ejection from the Staff, after a service of 
thirteen years. For Knight regarded his published approval of the traction treate 
ment as a bess heresy from pe prescribed routine of "blistering poe vie ape and 
prayer”. 


Although the hospitc1 was the leading exponent of “Surgico Mechanics” 
there were but three workmen in the brace shop, one of whom made only trusses. ‘The 
best equipped department wes the sewin;; room where cenves belts and laced stockings 
were constructed. There were no subsidiary branches unless the apothecary who 
renewed the tonic medicines from time to time could be sounted as ome 
» gl tt 

Dr. Knight wes absolutely opposed to surcery but Gibney had eve odl aad 
& smll operating room for minor. operetions chiefly’ subcutaneous tenotomies and 
for the correction of bow legs. 


The surgery of this period it may be noted was almost exclusively corréc~ 
tive in scope. Reconstructive surgery, which wes to become a oe ee feature 
of the hospital service was a later development. 


Gibney"s first report was on 237 operations. In 1929°there Were 1875 
orthopaedic operations and 1647 for hernia; thus redical cure had supplented the 
truss and the readjustment of ‘the mechanics of the GrEa0Le9 member hed greatly 
extended the opsrative edit hit

cept by sending men to other hospittls for consultc.tion. The dey I arrived over 
90 cases were waiting to see me, so I literally rolled up my sleeves and went to 
‘torke Ever since, it has been a bit of a "rat. race” to keep abreast, but now things 
are really Seginning to take shape, TI have had the: great.adventage of having ore... 
genized my om service from the ground up. The men here have been wonderful in 
giving me every bit of cooperation secsseses TO begin with, we have about men 
here in training, approximately equally divided between the Coast Guard and the 
Meritime Service. These men enter’a very vigorous training with much stress on 
handlins and sailing boats and on physical training. In the Cocst Guard, for exe 
ample, Comm. Dempsey runs what the boys call his "Hour of Charm". This is a sort | 
of Commando course where the boys learn boxing, wrestling, judo, jiu jitsu, and 
other less gentle means of self defense. If Jack Cobb were only 2 little younger 
and « little bigger, some of these 18 year olds would welcome him as & warm up. 
Needless to say, Comm, Dempsey is one of my best feeders. Learning to «bandon ship 
by jumping 50 feet in burning oil, etc. has its side effects toos Many of our boys 
have never seen salt tater before so you can vell imagine what heppens when a.Rocky. 
Nountein goet gets up in the rigting, or when a boy from the Blue Ridge decides to. 
fend off a boat with his foot. The gym and drill fields teke their toil of the 
feet and knees. Old Mother Nature's weak spot, the low back, must not be forgotten. 
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I have never seen so much post infectious :rthritis in youths as we have had here, 
@ good many rheumtic joints, and interestingly enough a large percentage of foot 
problems due to post infectious plantar fasciitisesceeeces Physically, the equipment 
is beeutiful", He asks to be remembered to all his old friends.
